A fter failing a t three attem pts 
w ithin the past six years to secure a 
pardon from prison, to which he was 
sentenced for life for the murder of 
Howard Miller, William Eyler, now 
haa hopes of his freedom, through the 
action of the Board of Pardons in 
H arris! urg, 
Wednesday, in recom­ 
mending to Governor Sproul that a 
pardon bt '’Tanged 
The decision to 
make the recommendation was mad*’ 
by the board at ^ o ’clock, Wednesday 
evening, after one of the longest ses­ 
sions for many months. 
J . Donald Swope, Esq., of G ettys­ 
burg, who represents Eyler, declared 
this morning, that the convicted slayer 
of Howard Miller would be released 
from the Eastern Penitentiary within 
the next seven days. 
He indicated 
that Eyler would return to Gettysburg 
to start life anew. Dr. Linn Bowman, 
moral instructor of the E astern Pen­ 
itentiary, will personally return to 
G ettysburg with 
Eyler, Mr. Swope 
announced. 
I t was largely through the efforts 
of Dr. Bowman that Eyler is to secure 


October 20, 1877. He attended schools 
here and later entered college from 
which he graduated with the class of 
1897 wTth the degree of Bachelor of 
A rts.

ducts, but they meet with no little 
opposition. Advances in wool, cot­ 
ton and silk have forced manufac­ 
turers to mark up cloths, but al­ 
though the dealers yield a grudg­ 
ing consent, goods lag behind the 
materials.

Cotton Market Outlook 
The weather has been favorable 
to making the most of the possi­ 
bilities for the cotton crop, but the 
yield cannot be expected to be 
much above the government's last 
estimate of 10,315,000 bales.

was 2,828,000 bales, which would 
make the available supply a little 
over 13,000,000 bales. Consumption 
and exports in the last crop year 
were about 12.200,000 bales.

consumption 
is 
running 
ahead of last year, but exports are 
falling 
behind. 
Foreign 
stocks, 
however, are light, and world con­ 
sumption in 1922 has been well 
; above 
that 
of 
1921. 
Evidently 
everything depends upon the Euro­ 
pean political and industrial situa­ 
tion. 
If the consumption of cot­ 
ton goods is anything like normal, 
there will be a shortage of raw’ cot­ 
ton. 
In view of these conditions 
the market has been strong, rising 
-bove 24 cents per pound. 
At this price the crop will bring 
more than the average return to 
the South and affords- the basis for 
rood business in that territory for 
the ensuing year.
